After the autopsy on the body of Father 
Phillips had been completed Coroner Bausch 
announced that no marks of violence had 
been found on the body. The condition of 
the organs showed that the man had suffered 
from chronic nephritis and fatty liver. The 
Coroner said that, owing to the suspicious 
circumstances surrounding the case, iti was 
deemed advisable to hve the. vital organs 
analysed.

FOSTER ON NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Ex of State Favors Neutral 
Waterway in Time of Peace and Abro- 


New Haven, Conn. n., May 17. 
Former Secretary of State J.fW. Foster, in 


fined the limitations ¥ treaty rights of Great . 
Britain im regard to the canal controversy. 
He said: 

“T will assume that the rejection by Great } 
Britain of the amended canal treaty will pre- 
sent to Congress at its next session the ques- 
tion of the abrogation of the treaty of 1850. 
It is a principle of the nations that notreaty 
can be perpetual; that changed ciroum- 
stances release nations often times from 
their obligations, and Great Britain has her- 
self acted upon this principle in some in- 
stances. I think it kelly that the President 
will accept the action of the Senate as final 
and will enter into no new treaty that does 
not embrace the amendments of that body. 

“TI favor the neutralization of the canal, 
except in time.of war. If Great Britain 
should not previous to the meeting of Con- 
gress to a treaty making the canal 
neutral with the conditions indicated by the 
Senate, Congress would be justified by the 
law of nations and morally in declaring that 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty is abrogated. It 
would be the duty of Congress to take such 
action in order that the work of the inter- 
oceanic canal might be taken up without 
further delay.”

“BLACKLISTING” NOT ILLEGAL. 
Judge Baker has decided that the Stock- | 
Yards packing firms which, by agreement, 
refused employment to certain persons who 
had been on a. strike at one of the houses 
have violated no law. This decision will 
not make him popular with the labor ele- 
ment: which in this and many other States 
has secured the enactment of laws against 
what is commonly known as “ blacklisting.” 
What is called “biacklisting” when 
practiced by employers is called “ boycot- 
ting’ when practiced by employés. There 
are laws in many States against boycotting, 


tionably lawful for one man to refuse to 
work for or to buy goods from a particular | 
individual or firm, It has beef contended 
with much force and to the complete satis- 
faction of boycotters that it cannot be un- 
lawful for several men to do by common 
agreement what it is lawful for each one 
of them to do singly. | 

This reasoning applies to “ blacklisting ” 
as fully as to “ boyeotting.” If it is lawful 
—no one will say it ls not—for one employer 


reason left the service of somebody else 
who is in the same business, it must be law- 
ful for several employers to agree that they 
will net hire such men. This is the way 
Judge Baker looks at the matter. He says: 
One has the right to decline to enter the service 
of another, and several persons acting jointly in 
pursuance of an agreement to that effect have the 
right to so decline.

WISCONSIN’S TAX ON ICE, 

The pleasant relations which heve existed 
in the past between Chicago and Wisconsin 
will be chilled if a seriotis attempt is made 
to, enforce the law placing an export tax of 
10 cents a ton on all the ice shipped out of 
that State. The effect of such a tax will 
be to ratse the price of ice in this city rather 
more than 10 cents a ton. The dealers who 
| draw their supplies from Wisconsin will ad- 
vance the money for that tax and then col- 
lect it with liberal interest from the con- 
sumers, who are quick to resent an increase 
in the price of what they rightly consider 
- one of the necessaries of life. 

It is surprising that the Wi Leg- 
islature should have passed and that Gov- 
ernor La Follette should have signed 20 
unneighborly and unwise a measure. Wis- 
consin owes much to Chicago ice dealers. 
They spend a great deal of money in that 
State while removing frozen water, which

NE of the first things which the Ama- 
teur Farmer discovers is how. little 
he knows about the birds which live 
in his trees. Morning after morning. 
he will be awakened by the bird or- 
chestra in the branches outside his window. 
But he will be able to distinguish only a few

When he goes out to study at closer range 
the members of the morning orchestra he will 
be surprised to find how easy it is to get with- 
in almost speaking distance of them. The 
two chief rules which it is necessary to fol< 
low afe to keep quiet and to move slowly. 
Talking will frighten a bird almost instant- 
ly, and sudden motions will send it off in an 
instant. But by keeping silent and moving 
slowly up to the tree in which they are 
perched the merest amateur can get within & 
few feet of even the ehyest of teathered 
songsters. 

Often, indeed, if the fatm is located near 
their haunts, the birds will come to investi- 
gate the Amateur.
